Washington, March 15.—Promptly at 


noon Vice President Hobart called the 
senate to order with an exceptionally full 
attendance. The galleries were packed. 
After the chaplain's prayer a roll call 
disclosed present 68 members. Tbe new- 
ly elected senator, Harris, of Kansas, took 
tbe oath. MoBrlde of Oregon, presented 
the credentials of H. W. Corbett, appoint- 
ed by the governor to fill a vacancy caused 
by the failure to elect a successor to Mit 
chell.1 Objections were made because of 
the unusual circumstances attending tbe 
appcintment and the credentials were re- 
ferred to tbe committee on privileges apd 


attend, and is not bound by its action. 
He Is the wannest political friend Gover- 
nor Bradley has in the legislature. Three 
other Republican members were not in 
the caucus, and, besides, tbe governor has 
two or three other members who are be- 
lieved to be at bis beck and call.

DECIDE ON A BLOCKADE. 


ow<>l> Will Order Admirals to Close 


Cretenl'orta. 


Rome, March 15.—It was officially an- 


nounced here yesterday afternoon tbat 
he result of tho pour purlers of the pow- 
rs on Saturday was a definite agreement 


to reply to tbe Greek note, but to 


ssue orders to the foreign admirals to es- 
ablisb an Immediate blockade of Cretan 
lorts, which will probably be in full op- 
iration tomorrow. 


This agreement is somewhat in tbe na- 


;ure of a concession to Russia and 
France. 
Russia during the middle of 


last week proposed, with France second- 
ing the proposal, another joint note to 
Greece Insisting on tbe withdrawal of tbe 
troops instead of an immediate resort by 
the powers to force. Russia's action was 
inspired, it is officially stated, by a certain 
sympathy for Greece, but so many objec- 
tions were raised by each power in turn 
to the suggestion tbat the present course 
has finally been agreed upon. 


It is thought tbat tbe simplest way to 


carry out tbe threat made in tbe identical 
note will be the blockading of tha Cretan 
ports and tbe landing of forces sufficient 
to Insure tbe maintenance of order, leav- 
ing future action as to tbe fate of Crete to 
later negotiations. This was the view of 
Russia at the outset

The 
sobeine was a smooth one, but tbe fact 
that the Hidgely bank does its correspond- 
ence through tbo Anderson b.mk of this 
city, suspicion that all was not right was 
aroused by the telegram to the other bank 
to walvo identity.

Castillio writes a friend here that on 
March 4 bis command of Cuban patriots, 
desiring to drink President McKInley's 
health and not having any wine, decided 
to attack the city of Guines to get it. 
Tbe attack was successful, and the men 
drank to McKinley and toasted their own 
desired republic. Stores were looted and 
100 bouses burned.

Gnlnes Is tbe second 
city of Havana province.

Memphis, Tenn., March 15.—This is a 


gloomy day for the homeless Inhabitants 
of tha flood stricken districts hereabout. 
Rain began falling shortly after 7 o'clock, 
coming in torrents. Tbo work of rescu- 
ing people and stock was continued. 
Hundreds of head of stock and almost as 
many people were taken from tbe bouses 
and tree tops. The Mississippi has risen 
a foot In the past twenty-four hours. The 
indications are a further rise which al- 
ready exceeds all past records. 
Word was 


received of the partial breaking of St. 
Francis levee sixty miles above. Great 
additional suffering and los; is eipepted 
as a result, 


The break at St. Francis ievee is more 


lerlous than at first reported. The water 
has a fall of twenty-five feet and has 
rushed upon the people of tbe lowlands in 
almost a solid wall. It Is feared tbat 
many lives are lost. 


The Booming Cumberland. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 15.—Cumber- 


land river reached forty-two feet. The 
Indications are tbat it will go to forty-five 
or forty-seven feet. Forty feet Is the dan- 
ger point. The lowlands are all submerg- 
ed. Many cellars are now filled with wa- 
ter. 
Merchants are taking their goods to 


tbe second floors and many families are 
moving out.

The Powers Will Immediately Blockade 


Piraeus Syroand Volo. 


St. Petersburg, Maich 15.—All tbe ad- 


mirals except the French and Italian havo 
been ordered Immediately to blockade the 
priucipal Greek ports, including Priaeus, 
riyra and Volo.

Tbe cap is made of somecasiK break- 


able but not readily melted material,

Ix-lonv the head., In order to secure the 
parts together upon a bottle one of 
the parts is made with a downwardly 
extending thin, spring plate or catch ou 
the under side of the top plate, adapted 
to engage a cut out portion of a bar on 
the under side of the other top plate, 
by which the parts are locked together 
automatically on a bottle. 


This lock ia wholly inaccessible from 


the outside, making it impossible to re- 
move the cork without breaking the 
cap and rendering it unfit for further 
use.

mangle with • Clumay LOB Propelled 


by Frail Women. 


There was once a girl %vho, as an old 


song put it, "sold her old mangle and 
bought a planner," but she lived in Eng- 
land, not in the southeastern part of 
Europe, so it is probable that her man- 
gle was less primitive than the queer 
instruments of torture still in use by 
the women of Slavonia and Servia, and 
its> operation of a less heavy task. 


Slavonia is in Austria, or rather in the 


extreme south of Hungary, but its peo- 
ple are nearly all Servian. Its plains 
stretch for miles in an endless expanse 
of perfectly flat country. Its mud is 
fathomless. Its women's daily task of 
scouring and fighting against the dirt 
that the "men folks" bring in from out 
of doors on their shoos is never done. 
Between times there i& the mangle. 


This is. a stout plank about seven feet 


long, raised to a height of two feet upon 
rough hewn logs. The middle of the 
plank is gripped by a framework rising 
from the floor to a height of five feet, 
with three great beams running across 
it, the whole fastened together with 
pegs. 
Upon, the plank are laid two 


rollers, and on these rests a half log 
of wood just fitting between the sides 
of the frame. This weight is smooth 
on its under surface, rough hewn above, 
and is provided at each end with three 
pegs which serve as handles. 


The ironer, when ready to begin, 


takes a sheet, for instance, winds it

tightly around one of the rollers,, and 
puts an old ironing- cloth around the 
outside. Then, lifting one end of the 
log and placing the roller under it, she 
works the weight to and fro, until 
the wrinkles are all presumably 
smoothed awaj . Then tl«e sheet is re- 
moved, folded and put away, and the 
next "ironing" — perhaps another sheet 
or three or four towels, or half a do/en 
handkerchiefs — substituted. The sec- 
ond roller acts merely to balance the 
log, although two ironers can work the 
machine, one at each end. 
As for 


"starched things1' — the "blanchisserie 
<te fine" with which Trilby was con- 
cerned — they are another story — not 
yet published in rural Slavonia. 


The woman who irons is as pictur- 


esque as her tools, when she wears the 
Slavonian peasant costume. Her shoes 
nre flat and heelless; she has no stock- 
ings, but winds linen about her lower 
legs and binds it in place with thongs, 
leaving a space of tv\ o inches or so bare 
below the edge "of her Kilted skirt of 
coarse, undyed linen. 
Her 
yellow, 


sheepskin jacket is ornamented with 
patches of red and purple leather, quilt- 
ed on with bright yarns, and her head 
is covered with a gaudy kerchief. Al- 
most as often, however, she is stripped 
of her finery, except on Sundays, aoid 
wears at her work bedraggled clothing 
of western Europe's unattractive work- 
a-day pattern.

CARE OF FOOTWEAR. 


The Proper Thing* to Be Done juul 


How to Do Them. 


Take care of your shoes—a little care 


costs nothing, is so easy, manes them 
last longer and looksi better. It pays 
to have two pairs of shoes, and 
wear each every other day—this way 
they never become perspiration soaked 
and they last much longer and the 
wearer is healthier. If the feet per- 
spire, sprinkle a little powdered burnt 
alum in the stocking. 
Perspiration 


rots leather. Don't allow any acids or 
salt liquids to touch your shoes—acid 
burns and salt rots the leather. When 
the shoes are wet, dry 'em slowJy— 
don't put 'em on the stove, in the oven, 
on the register or radiator; don't put 
"em near the heat—let them dry by 
themselves; too much heat seams the 
leather and cracks the life out of it— 
the shoes will crack and crumble. 
Sweet oil rubbed on shoes when dry 
will soften the leather. If black shoe* 
have a reddish or musty color, apply 
sweet oil and the color will soon come 
back. 
When using dressing or black- 


ing use the least you can.—you will have 
more luster—the shoes wear longer. 
Always keep the heels straight—this 
relieves the strain and makes the shoe 
fit the rubbers better and keeps the rub- 
ber from wearing out attheheeJ, Don't 
let the sole become far gone before re- 
pairing. Don't have stiff soles put on 
because they are cheaper. The uppers 
are not as good as new, and will not 
stand the strain. Whem taking off the 
shoes use the hand and not the foot. 
Unlace shoes all the way down—there'll 
be no taking off and putting on strain. 
Button shoes should be buttoned up 
whether on the foot or off—that keeps 
the shape. When you put your shoes 
away for next season's wear stuff 1 hern 
rull of cotton batting, pressing it in a»s 
hard as you can. That will keep them 
from curling up. Don't put rubbers 
away with leather goods, as the leath- 
er oil will blister the rubber. Patent 
leather shoes will be kept in a warm 
place. Don't put them on when they 
are cold. In cold -weather look out for 
them, and don't go out doors until 
they have been on ISminutes. Braidson 
the bottom of the skirt wear out shoes 
more than velveteen. 
Always have 


shoes long enough—short ones hurt the 
feet—throw the shoe out of shape— 
force tie upper frpm the sole. When 
buttoning a shoe, don't jerk the hook 
over too quickly—it may cut the but- 
ton-hole.—Boot, and Shoe IJecorder.

An Innovation has been made at Ni- 


agara which may have an important in- 
fluence on the electrical industry. The 
state of the copper market is often a 
source of extreme anxiety to electrical 
engineers. It has been found possible 
to substitute aluminum* for copper for 
the transmission of heavy currents used 
in the reduction processes, A line 
made of aluminum weighed 11% tons, 
whereas it would have required 24 tons 
of copper. The relative conductivity of 
copper and aluminum is as 100 to 63; 
but copper being 3 3-10 times heavier 
than aluminum, weight for weight, 
aluminum has a conductivity, relative 
to copper, as 208 to 200. The conduct- 
ors are made into flat bars, instead of 
round rods, and neither Buffer corro- 
sion nor show any tendency to warp. 
Aluminum is equal in strength to cop- 
per, and, owing to its lightness, ;s no 
more expensive.

As 
heretofore related Mr. Sherman bad sent 
for Senor de Lome to present to him tbe 
desire of President McKinley tbat Mr. 
Scovel, having beeo In confinement for 
more than thirty days without being 
brought to trial, and being held on 
charges of a most lllmjy description, 
should be set free. 
Mr. de Lome told Mr. 


.Sherman bluntly tbat he would not ad- 
vocate the release of tbe World's corre- 
spondent. 


When Mr. Sherman replied tbat it was 


necessary that he should comply with tbe 
official demand of the United States, tbe 
fpanlsh minister said bitterly: 


"I suppose, siooe the United States has 


adopted coercive measures there is noth- 
ing for Spain to do in her present situa- 
tion but to be coerced." 


He implied that as a powerful and pros 


porous people tbe United States wax tak- 
ing au unfair advnnatge of a nation much 
weakened and now unfortunate. 


It was with very bad grace that the 


hnanlsb minister yielded to tbe demand 
of 'he new Secietary of State and cabled 
the necessarj^orders tbat finally resulted 
in tbe liberation of Mr. Scovel. 


At both the Spanish and Cuban lega-
